CASTAWAYS' TIMELY RESCUE. 


Schooner From the Grand Banks Re- 


ports Terrible Story of Suffering of 
Two Lost Fisherrrien. 


Gloucester, Mass., June 9.—A story 


of suffering and privation is told by 
Captain Van Amberg of the schoon- 
er Elector, which arrived at this port 
today from the Grand Banks. On May 
29, when about filty miles south ol' 
Seatteri, the Elector picked up a doiy 
containing two men, which had been 
adrift four days from the French fish- 
ing schooner L. C., from St. Pierre, 
Miquilon. The occupants of the dory 
presented a dread picture of the ef- 
fects of starvation. 
They were tound 


reclining in the bottom of the dory, 
emaciated and 
partly unconscious. 


Captain Van Amberg thinks that the 
fishermen would have been dead with- 
in a few hours if assistance had not 
arrived. ,The castaways were imme- 
diately taken on board the Elector and 
given careful treatment.

be sent to St. Pierre by the French 
consul.

Alnmlninm Snw Handles. 


Aluminium saw handles arc being in- 


troduced which are said to be both 
lighter and stronger than those of 
wood. There are several shapes, but 
they are all made of thin sheet metal 
worked into the desired form and sup- 
plied with perforations for the purpose 
of enabling workmen to get a secure 
bold of the tool. One of the designs 
offered is adjustable, so that the right 
hand side of the handle is flush with 
the saw, permitting the operator to 
work close to the floor or in other in- 
convenient places. 


Oar Shoe Industry. 


According to the census, there are 


1,600 boot and shoe factories in this 
country, employing 143,000 men, using 
$170,000,000 worth of materials n year 
and turning out products worth at 
wholesale $2(51,000,000. On the average 
the Tvbelesale price of a pair of shoes 
represents about 22 per cent in wages, 
C3 per cent materials and 13 per cent 
minor expenses and profits.

In a district liable to salt fog from 


the North sea steel girders can be main- 
tained by painting them once in three- 
years, but the following extra thickness 
Is recommended In engineering to pro- 
vide for all Contingencies: Plates hav- 
ing both surfaces exposed, such n3 
webs, gussets, end plates, etc., to be 
allowed one-eighth inch extra; plalea 
having only one surface ex-posed, such 
as outer flange plates, one-sixteenth 
inch; plates entirely covered, such aa 
internal flange plates, need no more 
than their static requirements. Lower 
flanges usually rust most, but may be- 
specially protected with concrete filling. 
The chief difficulties with rust spaces 
are at the floor attachments. The prac- 
tice of leaving loose ballast over the 
metal is fatal. 
Sooner or later it be- 


comes a sponge concealing a mass of 
corrosion. Bituminous concrete Is no 
use when exposed to the sun. The best 
preservation known to the writer is fine 
cement concrete (about 4 to 1), well 
rammed and coated, when riot exposed 
to the sun, v^ith asphalt between layers 
of brattice cloth. 


A City Fuel Oil Pipe System. 
'\ ') 


Delivering fuel oil to houses and fac- 


tories just as gas and water are de- 
livered now, through pips systems, 19 
one of the schemes which are said to 
have been prompted by the latest oil 
discoveries in tho United States. Ac- 
cording to Cassicr's Magazine, an of- 
fer has beea made for a city water- 
works, with the view of closing It for 
water purposes a,:d reopening it for 
the oil business. The present reservoir, 
which will hold about 20,000,000 gal- 
lons, is to be converted into an oil tank, 
and the mains are to be used for carry- 
ing tho oil at a minimum cost to con- 
sumers. It would only be necessary to 
turn on the water coci to get as much 
oil as the consumer needed. With the 
reported money interests backing the 
project this would seem to be entitled 
to rather more than passing considera- 
tion.

THE CITY BATHHOUSE. 


The city bathhouse has not yet been 


opened for use, and it is said it will 
not be opened this season, as it is in 
need of repairs and there is no money 
available to repair it. This will not 
be only a disappointment, but a much- 
felt deprivation to hundreds of children 
and not a few older persons, who have 
enjoyed splashing around in it in pre- 
vious summers. 


It is not a very pretentious affair, 


being nothing more than a floating 
lank, 30 ro 40 feet long and less than 
hall as wide, with small dressing— 
or undressing—room at each end, and 
a bottom made of slats wide enough 
apart to allow the free ingress of 
water, but not wide enough to let a 
youngster 
lall 
through 
and get 


drowned. 


It could not have cost imany hun- 


dreds of dollars to build, but it has 
served a Rood purpose, and it seems 
too bad that the children should be 
deprived of the pleasure and the bene- 
fit they have derived from it in pre- 
vious seasons for lack of the small 
bum—it cannot possibly he a very 
large one—required to put it in con- 
dition for service. 


Without it there is 
actually 
no 


place near the settled part of the city 
where the hoys can go in swimming 
without the risk of getting arrested 
or drowned, or both. 


If they undress on a wharf they are 


liable to be taken in by the police for 
indecent exposure, or bounced by the 
wharf owner for trespass, and if they 
take to the rushing tideway to escape 
they are liable to be crowned. 


A large proportion of the children 


who have been accustomed to avail 
themselves of the privilege of having 
a splash and a wash in the city bath- 
house have but poor facilities for bath-

Bo Coaldnt Make 91,000 a Ye»r as » 


Preacher, and the Struggle to maintain 
• Family aod »n Appearance on Hit 
Small Stipend Was Too Great to Boar. 


The union between tho church and 


tho stage has been strengthened by a 
clerk in holy orders becoming an actor, 
the first instance on record. 


The gentleman in question is Mr. 


Leighton Leigh. He assured a Mail rep- 
resentative that he very strongly objects 
to be told he has "forsaken" the church 
for the stage. The severance of his con- 
nectipn with the establishment was uot 
voluntary, but compulsory. His ordors 
are still retained, which is not the case 
if an ordained priest deliberately quits 
the church of his own accord. 


Mr. Leigh, according to his own state- 


ment, was driven out "of the church by 
tho struggle to make a decent appear- 
ance aud keep up a position in tho 
parish on an absurdly insufficient sti- 
pend. 


"About 14 years ago," said Mr. 


Leigh, "I was ordained to tho curacy of 
Horfield, Bristol, where I was assistant 
chaplain to the barracks, and remained 
there two years. Before I definitely de- 
cided on a clerical career, however, I 
had successively tried the callings of 
auctioneer's clerk, tea merchant aud 
schoolmaster. 1 was also private tutor 
for a short time before finally onteriug 
the Gloucester Theological college to 
read for orders.' Being ordained, I threw 
my wholo heart into my work and en- 
deavored to forget the old love for tho 
stage which had been with me since 
childhood." 


"Did you ever, previous to taking or- 


ders, endeavor to got upon tho stage?" 
"Once only," was the reply, "and then 
I was actually offered an engagement, 
and, marvelous to relate, my heart fail- 
ed me, and 1 refused it. I was 1? at tho 
time, and I had tho confidence to apply 
to Henry Irving (as ho was then) for an 
engagement. Ho sent mo to Mr. Black- 
more, the agent, who procured mo tho 
offer of a part in Clarence Holt'H 'Now 
Babylon' company. However, as I eay, 
my courage failed me, and I let the 
chance go by. 


"After staying at Horfield for two 


years I became successively souior cu- 
rate of Hammersmith parish church, 
curate in charge at Barluy, Herts; t 
ior curate of Cheshunt, Herts, tho vicar 
being chaplain to Lord Sails-bury; sun 
ior curato of Hitchiu, Herts; senior cu 
rato of Brondesbury, N. W., and final 
ly locum teuoiiB at Ilatfield, which jio 
sitiou I hold for nine mouths. I have 
married, baptized and buried huudrc.L 
of people and prcachod to many tho;i 
sands. It was not from choice, but from 
sheer necessity, that I gavo up my chtr 
ical work. I was suddenly and uuex 
poctedly deprived of tho private incom 
1 had hitherto enjoyed, being at th 
timo in receipt of a net, talary of £14' 
a your. 


"This is the average palary of a rn 


rate in the church of Knglaud, and thu 
gives a mi;u JCU ISs. lOd. a woek 
& 


maintain as a gentleman ouo of th 
most prominent and important potation 
in a parish. I had a wile aud lour ihil 
dren, and I Fay that out of this sum ; 
man cannot keep himself ami family 
pay rout :<nd taso?, to 'say nothing o 
tho expenses of children's education 
tho little parochial subscriptions tha 
aro always cropping up and the occa- 
sional doles whilo visiting tho poor of 
tho parish. It cannot be done. The lifo 
of n father of a family under such con- 
ditions is a burden which ho cannot 
support with success. 


"On discovering that I was in tho 


predicament I mentioned I wroto to u 
bishop in whoso diocoso I had worked 
for eight years, but to uo practical avail. 
Of course his lordship's lottor was kind 
and courteous, but ho found it impossi- 
ble to oiler me a living. I found out, 
too, that most of tho so called 'good liv- 
ings' in England require an incumbent 
with largo private means. All tho men 
under whom I havo worked havo been 
rich men, whoso positions cost them far 
more than their livings produced. 


'At the time of which I speak I 


wanted £200 a year—not an extravagant 
sum—and for some time 1 applied for 
numerous chaplaincies and appoint- 
ments and answered advertisement aft- 
er advertisement. Tho reply was always 
the same: 'Are you a married man and 
havo you any private means?' Aftor my 
answer to tho effect that I had a, wife 
and four children, but no private means, 
tho correspondence consed. Matters be- 
came worse and worse. Debt and diffi- 
culty encompassed mo ou every side, 
and when things wore at their gloomi- 
est I met Mr. F. A. Scudamoro, who 
had been a fellow passenger with mo ou 
a trip to Norway eomo years before. On 
that occasion I had told him of my early 
longings for the stago, and when ho 
learned that tlieso aspirations still ex- 
isted ho ofiCTorl ma an engagement, in 
his touring company. I jumped at it— 
who would uot under uncli circum- 
stances—and left tho church."—Loi.ilou 
Mail.
